•  Give  matanot  I’evyonim,  at  least  two  gifts 
to  two  poor  people  (donations  of  food  or 
money  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Food 
Pantry  or  contributions  to  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Welfare/Passover  Fund  or  the 
Tikkun  Olam  Committee  will  fulfill  this  mitz- 
vah). 

•  Attend  the  6:45  a.m.  morning  service  and 
full  Megillah  reading  on  Friday,  March  9th.

He  was 
elected  by  the  voters  of  New  York  in  1994  and 
re-elected  in  November,  1998  when  he 
received  2.9  million  votes;  more  than  any 
other  statewide  candidate. 

As  Chief  Fiscal  Officer  of  the  State,  he  is 
responsible  for  governmental  and  financial 
oversight  and  pension  fund  management. 
Comptroller  McCall  audits  the  spending  prac¬ 
tices  of  the  State  and  public  authorities  and 
1,600  cities,  counties,  towns  and  villages 
across  New  York  State.  As  sole  trustee  of  the 
880,000-member  State  and  Local  Retirement 
Systems,  Mr.  McCall  is  responsible  for  invest¬ 
ing  a  pension  fund  valued  at  $127  billiorv 
H.  Carl  McCall  has  had  a  distinguished 
career  as  a  public  servant.  From  1991  to  1993, 
he  served  as  President  of  the  New  York  City 
Board  of  Education,  where  he  set  policy  for 
the  largest  school  system  in  the  nation.  He 
served  three  terms  as  a  New  York  State  Sena¬ 
tor  representing  the  upper  Manhattan  district 
of  New  York  City;  as  an  Ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations;  as  a  Commissioner  of  the  Port 
Authority  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey;  and  as 
the  Commissioner  of  the  New  York  State  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Human  Rights. 

From  1985  to  1993,  Mr.  McCall  served  as 
Vice-President  of  Citicorp/Citibank. 

In  June,  1999,  he  was  elected  to  the  board 
of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange.  He  is  the 
only  public  official  on  the  26  member  board. 
Mr.  McCall  is  a  member  of  the  Council  on 


Foreign  Relations  and  is  the  recipient  of 
numerous  awards,  including  the  1997  Nelson 
A.  Rockefeller  Award  for  Distinguished  Public 
Service.  He  was  educated  at  Darmouth  Col¬ 
lege,  Andover  Newton  Theological  Seminary 
and  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 

Mr.  McCall  is  married  to  Dr.  Joyce  Brown, 
President  of  the  State  University  of  New  York’s 
Fashion  Institute  of  Technology  (F.I.T.)  in  New 
York  City.

scholars,  an  accessible,  readable  and  popular 
exposition  of  its  text  is  essential. 

In  the  preface  to  the  first  edition  of  his 
commentary  on  the  Torah,  in  1936,  Rabbi 
Joseph  H.  Hertz  referred  to  the  fruits  of  his 
labor  as  ua  People’s  Commentary”,  an  ambi¬ 
tious  work  that  incorporated  the  best  of  the 
Jewish  and  non-Jewish  scholarship  of  his  day, 
combined  with  a  distillation  of  the  wealth  of 
material  embodied  in  our  millennia-old  tradi¬ 
tion,  in  terms  readily  comprehensible  to  the 
Jew  in  the  pew. 

In  a  series  of  essays  (additional  notes) 
found  at  the  end  of  each  book  of  the  Torah, 
Dr.  Hertz  presented  to  his  readers  the  latest 
findings  of  his  day  from  archeology,  ancient 
language  and  cultural  studies.  He  also 
exposed  his  audience  to  the  controversial  aca¬ 
demic  field  of  higher  textual  criticism  with  its 
anti— Jewish  bias  (Solomon  Schechter  referred 
to  it  as  “higher  anti-Semitism”!),  and  sought  to 
counter  it. 

A  lot  has  happened  in  sixty-five  years  since 
the  Hertz  Chumash  was  first  published.  Not 
only  has  there  been  an  information  explosion 
in  the  fields  of  ancient  Semitic  languages  and 
cultures,  illuminating  cryptic  biblical  phrases 
and  institutions,  but  Jewish  biblical  scholar¬ 
ship  has  come  into  its  own  and  flourished. 
Embracing  the  same  tools,  techniques  and 
approaches  as  the  German  academicians, 
whom  Hertz  and  Schechter  railed  against, 
these  modern  scholars,  starting  with  Yehezkel 
Kaufmann,  in  1937,  have  restored  our  past  to 
its  rightful  place. 

A  lot  has  happened  in  sixty-five  years  since 
the  Hertz  Chumash  was  first  published.  The 
spiritual  and  inspirational  needs  of  the  Jewish 
people,  now  with  a  homeland  of  our  own, 
now  more  secure  than  ever  in  the  United 
States,  have  changed  dramatically. 

A  new  commentary  for  a  new  era,  that  still 
draws  heavily  upon  our  rich,  classical  sources, 
has  been  a  long  time  in  coming.  My  teacher, 
the  late  Seminary  Chancellor  Gerson  D.  Cohen 
dreamed  of  it  more  than  20  years  ago  (he 
referred  to  it  affectionately  as  “Avis”,  in  con¬ 
tradistinction  to  the  “Hertz  Pentateuch”). 

As  our  membership  was  informed  recently, 
the  chumash,  EtzHayim  (Tree  of  Life),  is  near¬ 
ly  ready  for  publication.  Sample  chapters  of  its 
uncorrected  proofs  (which  you  may  borrow 
from  me,  if  you  are  curious)  corroborate  the 
success  of  this  undertaking:  to  provide  “a  new 
commentary  which  would  reflect  the  latest 
scholarship,  the  ideology  of  the  Conservative 


Movement,  and  speak  to  the  contemporary 
heart  and  mind  of  our  people.” 

“It  is  a  Tree  of  Life  for  those 
who  grasp  it”  (Proverbs  3:18). 

May  this  new  edition/addition  to  our  con¬ 
gregation  enrich  and  enhance  our  lives.

Book  of  the  Month: 

Ruth  R.  Wisse:  The  Modern  Jewish  Canon  -  A 
Journey  Through  Language  and  Culture 

What  makes  a  great  Jewish  book?  What 
makes  a  book  “Jewish”  in  the  first  place?  Ruth 
R.  Wisse,  one  of  the  leading  scholars  in  the 
field  of  Jewish  literature,  sets  out  to  answer 
these  questions  in  Tloe  Modern  Jewish  Canon. 
Wisse  takes  us  on  an  exhilarating  journey 
through  language  and  culture,  penetrating  the 
complexities  of  Jewish  life  as  they  are 
expressed  in  the  greatest  Jewish  novels  of  the 
20th  century,  from  Isaac  Babel  to  Isaac  Bashe- 
vis  Singer,  from  Elie  Wiesel  to  Cynthia  Ozick. 
The  modern  Jewish  canon,  Wisse  proposes, 
comprises  those  books  that  convey  an  experi¬ 
ence  of  Jewish  actuality,  those  in  which  “the 
authors  or  characters  know  and  let  the  reader 
know  that  they  are  Jews,”  for  better  or  worse. 
Wisse  is  not  content  merely  to  evaluate  the 
great  books  of  Jewish  literature;  she  also  links 
the  works  together  to  present  a  new  kind  of 
Jewish  history,  as  it  has  been  told  through  the 
literature  of  the  past  hundred  years.  She  tells 
the  story  of  a  multilingual,  multinational  peo¬ 
ple,  one  that  has  experienced  an  often  turbu¬ 
lent  relationship  with  Hebrew  (the  liturgical 
and  scriptural  language)  and  Yiddish  (the 
commonplace  vernacular  tongue),  as  well  as 
with  the  numerous  languages  spoken  by  Jews 
around  the  world.  Wisse  insists  that  language 
informs  the  essential  meaning  of  a  Jewish 
work,  creating  and  ratifying  political  and  reli¬ 
gious  alliances,  historical  and  cultural  circum¬ 
stance,  and  methods  of  interpretation.
